The first car for Newark, leaving

"The presence of jjGeorge B. Cox, the 


Cincinnati boss, and Charles Taft in 
Washington is resjtonsible for the re- 
port that President Roosevelt has 
decided to demand ]i new deal in Ohio. 
That the President! is embarrassed by 
the manner in <whffch Vorys, manager 
of the Taft movement, allowed the 
Ohio bosses to name the important 
nominee's at the Taft convention is 
no secret here. 


"That with his usual directness and 


courage the President would take up 
the Ohio situation ;has been expected 
ever'since'tne"news°fbf the 'Republi- 
can, revolt against the,machine can- 
didates on the ticket reached Wash- 
ington. Of course, 'Boss Cox insists 
that, he is- there on private business, 
but it as known that he held a long 
conference with Frank Hitchcock and 
expects to see Secretary Taft 'before be 
leaves Washington. The President is 
said to be so indignant at .the manip- 
ulation, of the Taft movement by Cox 
for the furtherance of boss rule that 
he has so far refused to see the Cin- 
cinnati dictator. 


"If is stated that the President be- 


lieves that he has been imposed upon 
by the manner in which 
the Ohio 


State convention program 
was ar- 


ranged. 
On the platform the Presi- 


dent was consulted and he was allow- 
ed to name Garfield as temporary 
chairman. This gave the convention 
the appearance of being controlled by 
the Administration, but In naming the 
important places on the ticket 
the 


Cox-Brown-Cruilber combine was al- 
lowed" to run the convention. 


"By tihe arrangement the President 


is made to appear to indorse the pro- 
gram carried out by the 
machine. 


Naturally the President is protesting 
and insisting that something be done 
to put 'him in the right before the 
people of the state. Just what will 
be the outcome of the conference to- 
day is difficult to predict. tbaf it would 
not be surprising if Boss Cox and 
Charles Taft return to Ohio with a 
demand from the President to call a 
meeting of the Central Committee and 
form a new ticket It is very doubt- 
ful whether Cox and his associates 
will comply wilh this request, as they 
would prefer to take the chances of 
defeat at the polls with their 
own 


henchmen on. the ticket than to have 
candidates whom they 
cannot con-

the close of the present session, also 
the establishment of postal savings 
banks. He believes the time at han^ 
when the country should prepare for 
tariff revision, and suggests that pro- 
vision be made for the collection of 
flatja for the benefit of the next con- 
gress. He recommends one change In 
the tariff forthwith, viz., the placing 
of wood pulp on the free list. 


Following Is the president's mes- 


sage: 


THE MESSAGE. 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives : 
I call your attention to certain 


measures as to which I think there 
should be action^ by the congress be- 
fore the close ojf the present session. 
There is ample time for their consid- 
eration. As regards most if not all 
of these matters, bills have been in- 
troduced into one or the other of the 
two houses, and it is not too much to 
hope that action will be taken one 
way or the other on these bills at the 
present session. 
In my message at 


the opening of the present session, 
and indeed, in various messages to 
previous congresses, I have repeated- 
ly suggested action on most of these 
measures. 


Child labor should be prohibited 


throughout the nation; at least a mod- 
el child labor bill should be passed 
for the District of Columbia. It is 
unfortunate that in the one place solely 
dependent upon congress for its legis- 
lation there should be no law what- 
ever to protect children by forbidding 
or regulating their labor, 


Employers' Liability Law. 


I renew my recommendation for the 


Immediate re enactment cf an em- 
ployers' liability law, drawn to con- 
form to the recent decision of the su- 
preme court. "Within the limits indi- 
cated by the court, the laws should be 
made thorough and comprehensive, 
and the protection It affords should 
embrace every class of employe to 
which the power of the congress can 
extend. 


In addition to a liability law, pro- 


tecting the employes of common car- 
riers, the government should show 
its good faith by enacting a further 
law giving compensation to Its own 
employes for injury or death incurred 
tn its service. It is a reproach to us 
as a nation that in both federal and 
state legislation we have afforded less 
protection to ^public and private em- 
ployes than any other industrial coun- 
try of the world. 


I also urge that action be taken 


along the line of the recommendations 
I have already made concerning in- 
junctions in labor disputes. No tem- 
porary restraining order should be 
Issued by any' court without notice; 
and the petition for a permanent in- 
junction upon which such temporary 
restraining order has" been issued 
should be beard by the court issuing 
the same within a reasonable time, 
say not to exceed-a-week-or there- 
abouts from the date -when the order 
was issued. It is worth considering 
whether it would not give greater pop- 
ular confidence in the impartiality of 
sentences for contempt if it was re- 
quired that the issue should be de- 
cided by another judge than the one 
issuing the injunctfon. except where 
the contempt is committed in the 
presence of the court, or in another 
case of urgency. 


Would Amend Anti-Trust Law. 


I" again call attention to the urgent 


need of amending the interstate com- 
merce law, and especially the anti- 
trust law, along the lures indicated in 
my last message. 
The interstate 


commerce law should be amended so 
as to give railroads the right to make 
traffic agreements, subject to these 
agreements being approved by the in- 
terstate commerce commission and 
published in all of their details. The 
commission should also be given the 
power to make public and to pass 
upon the issuance of all securities 
hereafter issued by railroads doing 
an interstate commerce business. 


A law should be passed providing 


in effect that when a federal court 
determines to place a common carrier 
or other public utility concern under 
the control of a receivership, the at- 
torney general should have the right 
to nominate at least one of the re- 
ceivers: or else in some other way 
the interests of the stockholders 
should be consulted, so that the man- 
agement may not be wholly rede- 
livered to the man or men the failure 
of whose policy may have necessitated 
the creation of the receivership. Re- 
ceiverships should be used, not to 
operate roads, but as 
speedily 
as 


possible to pay their debts and return 
them to the proper owners. 


In addition to the reasons t have 


already urged on your attention, it' 
has now become important that there 
should be an amendment of the anti- 
trust law. because of the uncertainty 
as to bow this law affects combina- 
tions among laboring men and farm- 
ers, if 
the 
combination has any 


tendency to restrict interstate com- 
merce. All of these combinations, if 
and while existing for and engaged 
in the promotion of 
innocent and 


proper purposes, should be recognized 
as legal. As i have repeatedly pointed 
out, this anti-trust law was a most 
un-svSsdy drawn statute. It was T*T- 
haps inevitable that in fecline after 
the right remedy the first attempts 
to provide such should be crude; and 
it was 
absolutely 
imp?rativc 
that 


some legislation should be passed to 
control. In the interest of the public, 
the business «re of the enormous ag- 
gregation of corporate wealth that are 
so marked a feature of tb" modern in- 
dustrial wr-rUS. 


Points Out Defects. 


Bat the present anti-trust lav. In 


its construct.oti and working, has ex« 
empllfled only too well the kind of 
legislation which, under the guise of 
being thorough going, Is drawn up in 
such sweeping form 
as to become 


either Ineffective or else mischiev- 
ous. 
In the modern industrial world 


combinations are absolutely neces- 
sary; they are necessary among busi- 
ness men; they are necessary among 
laboring men, they are becoming more 
and more necessary among farmers. 
Some of these combinations are among 
the most powerful of all instruments 
for wrongdoing. __ Others 
offer 
the 


only effective way of meeting actual 
business ne»ds. 


It is mischievous and unwholesome 


to keep upon the statute books, un- 
modified, a law like the anti-trust law, 
which, while in practice is only par- 
tially effective against vicious combi- 
nations, has nevertheless in theory 
been construed so as sweepingly to 
prohibit every combination, for the 
transaction of modern business. 


Some real good has resulted from 


this law but the time has eome when 
it is imperative to modify it. 
Such 


modification is urgently needed for 
the sake of the business men of th« 
country, for the sakfe of the wage 
workers, and for the sake of the farm- 
ers. The congress can not afford to 
leave it on the statute books in its 
present shape. 


It has now become uncertain how 


far this law may involve all labor or- 
ganizations, and farmers' organiza- 
tions, as well as all business organiza- 
tions, in conflict with the law; or,- if 
we secure literal compliance with the 
law, how far it may result in the de- 
struction of the organizations neces- 
sary for the transaction of modern 
business, as well as of all labor organ- 
izations and farmers' organizations, 
completely check t^he wise movement)! 
for securing business co-operation] 
among farmers, and put hseV half a 
century the prdgress of the movement 
for the betterment of labor. 


A bill has been presented in the 


congress to remedy this situation. 
Some such measure as this bill is 
needed in the interest of all engaged 
in the industries which are essential 
to the country's well being. I do not 
pretend to say th« exact shape that 
the bill should take, and the sugges- 
tions I have to offer are tentative and 
my views would apply equally to any 
other measure which would achieve 
the desired end. Bearing this in mind, 
I would suggest, merely tentatively, 
the following changes in the law: 


President's Suggestions. 


The substantive part of the anti- 


trust law should remain as at pres- 
ent; that is',' every- contract in re- 
straint^ of-trade or commerce among 
the se|*ral states, or with foreign na- 
tiqn^snpuld continue to be declared 
illegalf ^provided; however, that some 
proper governmental authority (suchi 
as the commissioner of corporations 
acting under the" secretary of com- 
merce and labor) be allowed to pass 
on any such' contracts. 


Probably-the best method of-provid- 


ing for this would- be to enact that 
any contract, subject to the prohibi- 
tion contained in:' the anti-trust law, 
into which it was desired to enter, 
might be filed witfi the bureau of cor- 
porations or other appropriate ex- 
ecutive body. This would provide 
publicity. Within, say 60 days of the 
filing—which period could be extend- 
ed by order of the department when- 
ever for any reason it did not give 
the department sufficient time for a 
thorough examination—the executive 
department having the power might 
forbid the contract, which would then 
become subject to the provisions of 
the anti-trust law, if at all in restraint 
of trade. If no such prohibition was 
issued the contract would then only 
be liable to attack on the ground that 
it constituted an unreasonable re- 
straint of trade. Whenever the period 
of filing had passed without any pro- 
hibition, the ^contracts or combina- 
tions could be disapproved or forbid- 
den only after notice and hearing, 
with a reasonable provision for sum- 
mary review on appeal by the courts. 


Labor organizations, farmers' or- 


ganizations and other organizations 
not organized for purposes of profit 
should be allowed to register under 
the law by giving the location of the 
head office, the charter and bylaws, 
and the names and addresses of their 
principal officers. In the interest of 
all these organizations—business, la- 
bor and fanners' organizations alike, 
the present provision permitting the 
recovery of threefold damages should 
be abolished, and as a substitute 
therefor the right of recovery al- 
lowed should be only the damages 
sustained by the plaintiff and the cost 
of suit, including a reasonable attor- 
ney's fee. The law should not affect 
pending suits: a short statute of lim- 
itations should be provided, so far as 
the past is concerned, not to exceed 
a year. Moreover, and even more in 
the interest of labor than of business 
combinations, all such suits brought 
for causes of action heretofore shotild 
be brought only if the contract or 
combination complained of was unfair 
and unreasonable. It may he well to 
remember that all of the suits hither- 
to brought by the government under 
the anti-trust law have been in cases 
where the combination or contract 
was in fact unfair, unreasonable and 
against the public interest. 


As to Strikes. 


It is important that we should en- 


courage trade agreements between 
employer and employe where they are 
just and fair. A strike is a clumsy 
weapon for righting wroncs drnie to 
labor, and we should extend, so far as 
possible, the process of con'cilialion 
and arbitration as a substitute for 
strikes. Mor^c^T. violence, disorder 
and coercion, wh^n committed in con- 
nection with plnkes, should be as 
promptly an'! a"? sternly 
repressed 


as when committed in any othf»r con 
nection. 


But Btrlkes 
themselves are, and 


should be, recognized to be entirely 
legal. Combinations of worklngmon 
have a peculiar reason for their exist- 
ence. The very wealthy individual em- 
ployer and still more the very wealthy 
corporation, stand at an enormous 
advantage when compared to the Indi- 
vidual worklngman; and while there 
are many cases where It may not be 
necessary for laborers to form a 
union, in many other cases it is indis- 
pensable, for otherwise the thousands 
of small units, the thousands of indi- 
vidual workingmen, will be left help- 
less in their dealings with the one big 
unit the big individual or corporate 
employer. 


Twenty two years ago, by the act of 


June 29, 188(5, trades unions were rec- 
ognized by law, and the right of labor- 
ing people to combine for all lawful 
purposes wars 
formally 
recognized, 


this right including combination for 
mutual protection and benefits, the 
regulation of wages, hours and condi- 
tions of labor, and the protection of 
the individual rights of the workmen 
in the prosecution of their trade or 
trades; and in the act of June 1, 1898, 
strikes were recognized as legal in 
the same provision that forbade par- 
ticipation in or instigation of force or 
violence against persons or property, 
or the attempt to prevent others from 
working by violence, threat or intimi- 
dation. 
The business man must be 


protected in person and property, and 
so must the farmer and the wage- 
worker; and as regardo all alike, the 
right of peaceful combination for all 
lawful purposes should be explicitly 
recognized. 


The right of employers to combine 


and contract v/ith one another and 
with their employes should be explic- 
itly recognized; and so should the 
right of the employes to combine aud 
+* contract v,'ith ope another and with 
the employers, and to seek peaceably 
to persuade others to accept their 
views, and to strike for the purpose 
of peaceably obtaining from employ- 
ers satisfactory terms for their labor. 
Nothing should be done to legalize 
either a blacklist or~~a-,boycott that 
would-be illegal at common law; this 
being the type of boycott defined and 
condemned by the anthracite strike 
commission. 
Finance and Tariff. 


The question of financial legislation 


is now receiving such attention in 
both houses that we have a right 
to expect action before the close of 
the session. It is urgently necessary 
that there should be such action. 
Moreover, action should be taken to 
establish postal savings banks. These 
postal savings banks are imperatively 
needed for the benefit of the wage 
workers and men of small means, and 
will be a valuable adjunct to our 
whole financial system. 


The time has cpme when we should 


prepare for a revision of "the tariff. 
This should be, and indeed must be, 
preceded by a careful investigation. 
It is peculiarly the province of the 
congress and not of the president, and 
indeed peculiarly the province of the 
house of representatives to originate 
a tariff bill and to determine upon its 
terms; and this I fully realize. Yet 
it seems to me that before the close 
of this session provision should be 
made for collecting full 
material 


which will enable the congress elected 
next fall to act immediately after it 
comes into existence. This 
would 


necessitate some action by the con- 
gress at its present session, perhaps 
in the shape of directing the proper 
committee to gather the necessary in- 
formation, both through the commit- 
tee itself and .through government 
agents who should report to the com- 
mittee and should lay before it the 
factswhichwould permit it to act with 
prompt and intelligent fairness. 


These government agents, if it is 


not deemed wise to appoint individuals 
from outside the public service, might 
with advantage be members of the 
executive departments, designated by 
the president, on his own motion or 
on the request of the committee to 
act with it. 


Wood Pulp on Frle List. 


I am of the opinion, however, that 


one change in the tariff could With 
advantage be made forthwith. Our 
forests need every 
protection 
and 


one method of protecting them would 
be to put upon the free list wood pulp, 
with a corresponding reduction upon 
paper made from wood pulp, when 
they come from any country 
that 


does not put an export duty upon 
them. 


Ample provision should be made 


for a permanent waterways commis 
sion, with whatever power is required 
to make it effective. The reasonable 
expectation of tne people will not be 
met unless the congress provides at 
this session for the beginning and 
prosecution of the actual work of 
waterway improvement and control. 
The congress should recognize in 
fullest fashion the fact that the S«P- 
ject of the conservation of our natural 
resources with which this commission 
deals, is literally vital for the future 
of the nation.

ORDINANCE HO. 1871. 


Ordinance to Establish a Public Labrarj 
in the City of Newark, Ohio. 
Section 1. There is hereby established 
in the City of Newark, Ohio, an institu 
tion to be known as the Public Library 
and Reading Room of Newark, 
which 
shall be governed and controlled as pro 
vided in the Mowing sections, and shal 
be free to all the citizens of Newark, un- 
der such rules and regulations as the 
Irustees of such institution may estab 


_ 
and Reading 
Room shall be governed and controllet 
by a board oC six Trustees, residents of 
the City of Newark, not members of the 
City Council, to be appointed by the 
Mayor and to be confirmed by Council 
In 190S the Mayor shall appoint said 'six 
Trustees, two of whom shall serve unti," 
the first regular meeting of the Council 
in September, 1908, and two to serve un- 
til the first regular meeting of Counci" 
in 1909, and the other two to serve until 
the first regular meeting of Council in 
1910, and at the said meeting of the Coun- 
cil m April, 1908, and every year thereaf- 
ter, two members of said Board of Trus- 
tees shall be appointed in like manner 
to serve two years; provided, that the 
term of office of each of said members 
of the Board of Trustees shall continue 
until successor is elected; and provided, 
further, that no member of said Board 
shall be allowed or receive any compen- 
sation for his or her services. 
Sec. 3. That said Board shall consist 


of two ladies ?nd four gentlemen. 
Sec, 4. Vacancies in the Library Boarc 
occuring from death, 
resignation, re- 
moval from the City, disability, remov- 
al from office for cause satisfactory to 
the Council, or from any other cause, 
shall be filled by the Council electing for 
the unexpired term or terms. 

The Board of Library Trustees 
shall have authority to appoint
